MOURNING 
PRINCE FRISO

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Johan Friso, the be¬ 
spectacled Dutch prince 
who avoided the limelight 
and gave up his position in 
line to the throne after get¬ 
ting entangled in a scan¬ 
dal with his bride-to-be, 
died Monday— 18 months 
after a skiing accident that 
left his brain gravely in¬ 
jured. He was 44.

The royal house said the 
prince, known as Friso, died 
of complications from the 
accident, without giving 
more details. It said he had 
never regained more than 
“minimal consciousness.” 
Friso was struck by an ava¬ 
lanche while skiing off-trail 
in Lech, Austria, Feb. 17, 
2012, and was buried until 
rescuers pulled him from 
the snow, unconscious, 20 
minutes later. He was resus¬ 
citated at the scene and 
flown to a hospital, but 
remained in a coma for 
months. 

His death Monday, though 
not unexpected, “still 
comes as a shock,” said 
Prime Minister Mark Rutte.

BOSTON - James “Whitey” 
Bulger, the mobster who 
terrorized South Boston in 
the 1970s and ‘80s while 
he led the notorious Winter 
Hill Gang, was found guilty 
Monday of a sweeping ar¬ 
ray of gangland crimes, in¬ 
cluding 11 murders. Bulger, 
83, faces life in prison. 

But the jury found the gov¬ 
ernment had not proved its 
case against him in seven 
murders, and in one case 
it made no finding, leading 
to gasps inside the court¬ 
room by relatives of those 
murder victims and explo¬ 
sive scenes outside the 
court. 


“My father just got mur¬ 
dered again 40 years later 
in that courtroom," said 
the son of William O'Brien, 
whose name is also William. 
When Bulger was led from 
the courtroom, he gave a 
thumbs-up sign to a few 
of his family members who 
were seated behind him, 
prompting a woman sitting 
with relatives of victims to 
yell out, “Rat a tat Whitey.” 
As a clerk read the verdicts 
in the lengthy and com¬ 
plicated list of charges, 
Bulger looked away from 
the jury and showed no re¬ 
action. His sentencing is set 
for Nov. 13. 

The verdict delivered long- 
delayed justice to Bulger 


who disappeared in 1995 
after a corrupt agent with 
the FBI told him he was 
about to be indicted. 
When he fled, he left be¬ 
hind a city that wondered 
if he would ever be caught 
- and even if the FBI, which 
had been complicit in 
many of his crimes, was re¬ 
ally looking for him. 

Bulger’s lawyer, J.W. Car¬ 
ney Jr., said they would ap¬ 
peal the verdict because 
he had not been allowed 
to argue that he was given 
immunity for his crimes; his 
lawyer maintained that in 
essence, Bulger had a li¬ 
cense to kill. Prosecutors 
scoffed at this notion of a 
defense; the judge refused 


to allow him to raise it. 
Perhaps the one glimmer 
of gratification for Bulger 
was that the jury reached 
“no finding” on the death 
of Debra Davis, one of two 
women he was accused of 
strangling to death. He has 
long maintained that his 
personal code of honor did 
not allow for the killing of 
women, although the jury 
did determine that he had 
killed the other woman, 
Deborah Hussey. 

Bulger was found guilty on 
all but one of the 32 counts 
in his racketeering indict¬ 
ment.

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Dutch Prince Friso passes away after 2012 avalanche

“Prince Friso was only 44 
years old, and until the ski 
accident, in the prime of 
his life.” 

In addition to the royal 
family, Friso is survived by 
his wife. Princess Mabel, 
and two daughters, Luana 
and Zaria. 

Before the dramatic inci¬ 
dents in Lech, Friso, the sec¬ 
ond of the former Queen 
Beatrix’s three sons, had 
sometimes been known as 
“Prince Brilliant.” He studied 
at UC Berkeley, the Techni¬ 
cal University of Delft and 
Erasmus University at Rot¬ 
terdam, graduating from 
the Dutch universities cum 
laude with degrees in en¬ 
gineering and economics. 
He later earned an MBA 
at France’s prestigious IN- 
SEAD school of business. 

But the central event of his 
life as a royal came when 
he gave up his claim to the 
throne in order to marry 
Dutchwoman Mabel Wisse 
Smit, in a wedding not 
sanctioned by the govern¬ 
ment. 

The pair got engaged in 
2003. Wisse Smit worked for 
George Soros’ Open Soci¬ 
ety Institute and was seen 
by the queen as an ideal 
daughter-in-law. But dur¬ 
ing her vetting to join the 
royal house, she and Friso 
decided not to disclose 
the full extent of a friend¬ 
ship she had had while she 
was a college student. 

The friend in question: drug 
baron Klaas Bruinsma, who 
later became one of the 
country's most infamous 
crime lords and was slain in 
a gangland killing. 

Wisse Smit denies ever hav¬ 


ing had any romantic in¬ 
volvement with Bruinsma, 
and says she hadn't under¬ 
stood who he was at the 
time. 

But as details about their 
relationship emerged in 
the Dutch press, then- 


Prime Minister Jan Peter 
Balkenende said it was 
clear the pair had held 
back information, and he 
wouldn't propose the law 
needed for Parliament to 
approve Wisse Smit's entry 
to the royal house. 

The couple acknowledged 
being “naive and incom¬ 


plete” in what they told 
Balkenende. 

Other spouses of Dutch 
royalty have endured con¬ 
troversy. Beatrix's own mar¬ 
riage was initially unpopular 
because of her husband’s 
German nationality. King 


Willem-Alexander’s Argen¬ 
tine wife. Queen Maxima, 
has been criticized over her 
father's ties to the former 
totalitarian regime. 

Friso and Mabel decided to 
marry without seeking par¬ 
liamentary approval. The 
decision meant Friso would 
be cut from the royal house 


and line of succession. They 
were still considered mem¬ 
bers of the royal family, 
and bore the honorific titles 
of Prince and Princess of 
Oranje-Nassau. 

After the affair — dubbed 
“Mablegate” in the Dutch 


press, because the “cov¬ 
er-up” did most of the 
damage — Friso seemed 
relieved at the certainty 
he would never be called 
upon to assume the throne. 
“I am planning to remain 
available for my mother or 
brother if it’s needed, for 
supporting roles,” he said in 


a televised statement. 

After his studies, Friso 
worked in consulting and 
later became a vice presi¬ 
dent at Goldman Sachs in 
London. At the time of the 
accident he was working 
as CFO of uranium enrich¬ 
ment company Urenco. 
Although Friso did not have 
an image as a risk-taker, 
the skiing accident — off 
piste despite avalanche 
warnings — did not stand 
totally alone. He was also 
once stopped while driving 
200 kilometers per hour (120 
mph). 

One of Friso’s most sym¬ 
pathetic moments in the 
public eye came shortly af¬ 
ter the death of his father. 
Prince Claus: it fell to Friso 
to escort his mother at the 
funeral ceremony. He sup¬ 
ported her in a long, state¬ 
ly walk to her seat as she 
leaned heavily on his arm, 
deep in grief. 

In a lighter vein, the prince 
was considered very hand¬ 
some as a young man, but 
he was not known to have 
had any girlfriends. The 
Dutch gay community be¬ 
came convinced he was 
homosexual. Friso turned 
a blind eye in amusement 
as Friso-themed parties be¬ 
came a nightlife fixture. 

But after mainstream pub¬ 
lications began speculat¬ 
ing as to whether he might 
come out of the closet, he 
had the Royal Information 
Service put out a one-line 
statement in 2001: “Johan 
Friso is not homosexual, but 
heterosexual.” 

The move was mocked by 
some and others remained 
unconvinced. Friso’s rela¬ 
tionship with Wisse Smit was 
announced the following 
yearO

Syrian rebel chief visits Bashar Assad’s province

BEIRUT - The commander 
of the Free Syrian Army, 
whose forces claim to be 
leading the insurgency but 
have been overshadowed 
by the gains of their tacti¬ 
cal jihadist allies, has vis¬ 
ited the coastal province 
that is home to President 
Bashar Assad, according to 


a video circulated by ac¬ 
tivists on Monday. Antigov¬ 
ernment fighters who are 
not part of the Free Syrian 
Army, many from extremist 
brigades linked to al-Qa- 
ida, have recently seized 
villages in the mountains on 
the eastern side of Assad’s 
home province, Latakia. 
The visit by the command¬ 
er, Gen. Salim Idris, ap¬ 


peared intended to show 
that he and his fighters 
were also involved in the 
Latakia seizures as part of a 
new front in the civil war. 

In the video, Idris said that 
he was visiting the area to 
see the “accomplishments” 
of rebels and to rebut ac¬ 
cusations that he had or¬ 
dered fighters to leave. 
“There were no orders to 


anyone to withdraw from 
the battlefield," Idris said. 
The video did not indicate 
his precise whereabouts 
in the province, specify 
when he was there or pro¬ 
vide any other information 
about the visit. 

Idris’ group was intended 
to be the moderate path¬ 
way for military aid to the 
Syrian opposition, but he 


has been increasingly mar¬ 
ginalized as aid has stayed 
limited and more radical 
fighters have grown stron¬ 
ger on the battlefield. Ji¬ 
hadist groups fighting in Syr¬ 
ia include more than 6,000 
foreigners, who have been 
pouring into the country 
at an accelerated pace, 
counterterrorism officials 
say.Q 


















A ‘Hyperloop’ 
may link LA to 
SF in half hour

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Bil¬ 
lionaire entrepreneur Elon 
Musk unveiled a transpor¬ 
tation concept Monday 
that he said could whisk 
passengers the nearly 400 
miles (644 kilometers) from 
Los Angeles to San Francis¬ 
co in 30 minutes — half the 
time it takes an airplane. 

If it’s ever built. 

His “Hyperloop” system for 
travel between major cities 
would use a large tube. In¬ 
side, capsules would float 
on air, traveling at over 
700 mph (1,126 kph). The 
air would be sucked by a 
powerful fan at the front 
and expelled at the rear. 
“Short of figuring out real 
teleportation, which would 
of course be awesome 
(someone please do fhis), 
the only option for super 
fast travel is to build a tube 
over or under the ground 
that contains a special en¬ 
vironment,” Musk wrote in 
his proposal, posted online. 
The system Musk envisions 
is not unlike the pneumatic 
tubes that transport cap¬ 
sules stuffed wifh paper¬ 
work in older buildings. 

In this case, the cargo 
would be several people, 
reclining for the ride. 
Coming from almost any¬ 
one else, the hyperbole 
would be hard to take seri¬ 
ously. 

But Musk has a track re¬ 
cord of success. He co¬ 
founded online payment 
service PayPal, electric lux¬ 
ury carmaker Tesla Motors 
Inc. and rocket-building 
company SpaceX. 
Monday’s unveiling lived 
up to the hype part of its 
name. 

Leading up to the unveil¬ 
ing, done on the SpaceX 
website, online specula¬ 
tion was feverish. Musk has 
been dropping hinfs about 
his system for more than a 
year during public events, 
mentioning that it could 
never crash and would be 
immune to weather. 

During a Tesla earnings call 
on Thursday, Musk said he is 
too focused on ofher proj¬ 
ects to consider actually 
building the Hyperloop.Q

The one count on which 
he was found not guilty 
involved extortion. One of 
the counts alleged that he 
had committed 33 sepa¬ 
rate criminal acts, 19 of 
which were murders. 

“The verdict reflects a jury 
methodically navigating 
through the charges,” said 
Martin Weinberg, a promi¬ 
nent criminal defense law¬ 
yer in Boston. He said the 
jurors “rejected those that 
were based on uncorrobo¬ 
rated accomplice testimo¬ 
ny," mostly from decades 
ago. Buf fhe jury also re¬ 
jected the defense's argu¬ 
ment that “because the 
FBI was corrupt, Bulger de¬ 
served to be exonerated,” 
Weinberg said.Bulger was 
on the run for 16 years, 
until authorities found him 
in 2011 in Santa Monica, 
Calif., with an arsenal of 
weapons and $822,000 in 
cash secreted in the walls 
of his apartment. 

In his last few appearanc¬ 
es in court, after deciding 
that he would not take 
the stand in his own de¬ 
fense, Bulger seemed de¬ 
feated. He slumped more 
in his chair. He did not take 
notes as vigorously. 

The guilty verdicts bring 
down the curtain on the 
city's most notorious gang¬ 
ster and a reign of terror 
enabled by the FBI. 

“This was the worst case 
of corruption in the history 


of the FBI," said Michael 
D. Kendall, a former fed¬ 
eral prosecutor who inves¬ 
tigated some aspects of 
Bulger’s activities. “It was 
a multigenerational, sys¬ 
tematic alliance with orga¬ 
nized crime, where the FBI 


was actively participating 
in the murders of govern¬ 
ment witnesses, or at least 
allowing them to occur.” 
Though previous court¬ 
room proceedings - nota¬ 
bly those presided over by 
Judge Mark L. Wolf in U.S. 
District Court in 1998 - ex¬ 


posed the symbiotic rela¬ 
tionship between Bulger’s 
Winter Hill gang and the 
FBI, this trial focused more 
on Bulger’s criminal actions 
while under the bureau’s 
protection.Over the course 
of fhe trial, Fred Wyshak, 


the assistant U.S. attorney, 
led the jurors through the 
19 murders in which Bulger 
was accused of participat¬ 
ing. The jury found the gov¬ 
ernment had not proved its 
case in seven of the killings 
and had no finding in the 
other case. 


The prosecution alleged 
that some victims were 
killed because the FBI had 
told Bulger that they were 
informants who were going 
to testify against him. Oth¬ 
ers were rival hoodlums or 
innocent bystanders. 


Bulger’s defense team 
based its closing argu¬ 
ments almost entirely on 
anger toward the govern¬ 
ment, even tossing in a 
reference to the Internal 
Revenue Service, though it 
had nothing to do with the 
case.Q

US wants major changes to criminal justice system 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. faces massive over¬ 
crowding in ifs prisons, and 
fhe Obama adminisfrafion 
is calling for major chang¬ 
es fo fhe nation's criminal 
justice system that would 
cut back the use of harsh 
sentences for certain drug- 
related crimes. 

In a speech Monday to 
the American Bar Associa¬ 
tion, a lawyers’ professional 
group. Attorney General 
Eric Holder said he favors 
sending people convict¬ 
ed of low-level offenses to 
drug treatment and com¬ 
munity service programs 
instead. 

“We need to ensure that in¬ 


carceration is used to pun¬ 
ish, deter and rehabilitate 
— not merely to convict, 
warehouse and forget,” 
Holder said. 

Critics of the justice system 
have long said drug sen¬ 
tencing laws have taken a 
toll on the country’s black 
population. 

The latest statistics from the 
Federal Bureau of Prisons 
say 47 percent of inmates 
are there for drug offenses. 
By race, 37 percent of all 
inmates are black, and by 
ethnicity, 34 percent are 
Hispanic. 

The Census Bureau says 13 
percent of Americans are 
black and 16 percent are 


Hispanic. 

In one important change, 
low-level, non-violent drug 
offenders with no ties to 
large-scale organizations, 
gangs or cartels won't 
be charged with offenses 
that impose mandatory 
minimum prison sentences. 
Such sentences, a product 
of the government’s war 
on drugs in the 1980s, limit 
the discretion of judges to 
impose shorter prison sen¬ 
tences. 

Holder’s comments drew 
bipartisan support in Con¬ 
gress. 

Sen. Rand Paul, a Republi¬ 
can and possible presiden¬ 
tial candidate in 20016, said 


he is encouraged by the 
Obama administration’s 
view that mandatory mini¬ 
mum sentences for non¬ 
violent offenders promote 
injustice and do not serve 
public safety. Paul and Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee 
chairman Patrick Leahy, a 
Democrat, introduced leg¬ 
islation in March to grant 
federal judges greater 
flexibility in sentencing all 
crimes where a manda¬ 
tory minimum punishment 
is considered unnecessary. 
Leahy commended Holder 
for his efforts on the issue 
and said his committee will 
hold a hearing on the bill 
next month. □

NEW YORK - In a repudia¬ 
tion of a major element in 
the Bloomberg administra¬ 
tion's crime-fighting leg¬ 
acy, a federal judge has 
found that the stop-and- 
frisk tactics of the New York 
Police Department violat¬ 
ed the constitutional rights 
of minorities in New York, 
and called for a federal 
monitor to oversee broad 
reforms. 

In a blistering decision is¬ 
sued Monday, the judge, 
Shira A. Scheindlin, found 
that the Police Depart¬ 
ment had “adopted a pol¬ 
icy of indirect racial profil¬ 
ing” that targeted young 
minority men for stops. 
Mayor Michael R. Bloom¬ 
berg said the city would 
appeal the ruling, angrily 
accusing the judge of de¬ 
liberately not giving the 
city “a fair trial.” 

The mayor cited the ben¬ 
efits of stop-and-frisk, cred¬ 
iting the tactic for making 
the city safer and for rid¬ 
ding the streets of thou¬ 
sands of illegal guns. 

But in her ruling, Scheind¬ 
lin found that in doing so, 
the police systematically 
stopped innocent people 
in the street without any 


objective reason to sus¬ 
pect them of wrongdoing. 
The stops, which soared in 
number over the last de¬ 
cade as crime continued 
to decline, demonstrated 
a widespread disregard 
for the Fourth Amendment, 


which protects against un¬ 
reasonable searches and 
seizures by the govern¬ 
ment, as well as the 14th 
Amendment’s equal pro¬ 
tection clause, according 
to the 195-page decision. 
Scheindlin’s criticism ex¬ 


tended beyond the con¬ 
duct of police officers; in 
holding fhe city liable for 
a baffery of consfitufional 
violations, the judge found 
that top police officials 
acted with deliberate indif¬ 
ference. 


She said police command¬ 
ers were content to dismiss 
allegations of racial profil¬ 
ing as “a myth created by 
the media." 

Citing statements by the 
mayor and Police Commis¬ 
sioner Raymond W. Kelly, 
Scheindlin accused the 
city of using stop-and-frisk 
as a checkpoint-style po¬ 
licing tactic, with the intent 
of deterring minorities from 
carrying guns on the street. 
“I also conclude that the 
city's highest officials have 
turned a blind eye to the 
evidence that officers are 
conducting stops in a ra¬ 
cially discriminatory man¬ 
ner,” she wrote. 

The judge designated an 
outside lawyer, Peter L. 
Zimroth, to monitor the Po¬ 
lice Department’s compli¬ 
ance with the Constitution. 
Scheindlin also ordered a 
number of other remedies, 
including a pilot program 
in which officers in at least 
five precincts across the 
city will wear body-worn 
cameras in an effort to 
record street encounters. 
She also ordered a “joint 
remedial process” - in es¬ 
sence, a series of com¬ 
munity meetings - to solicit 
public input on how to re¬ 
form stop-and-frisk.□ 


US immigration debate renews talk on border fence

LOS EBANOS, Texas (AP) — 

If the U.S. Congress agrees 
on an immigration reform 
bill, it probably will include 
a requirement to erect 
fencing along the nation’s 
nearly 2,000-mile (3,220-ki¬ 
lometer) Southwest border 
with Mexico. 

But U.S. Customs and Bor¬ 
der Protection isn't even 
sure the strategy works. 
And the prospect of the 
government seizing more 
land offends many prop¬ 
erty owners in the south¬ 
ernmost tip of Texas, where 
hundreds of people lost 
property during the last 


push for fence construc¬ 
tion. 

“I’m still totally against it,” 
said Aleida Garcia, who 
was among the Los Ebanos 
residents whose land was 
taken in 2008. She would 
rather have more agents 
patrolling the area. 

The region's lawmakers 
appear to agree. Three 
congressmen from the Tex¬ 
as border who support im¬ 
migration reform have said 
they would not support 
any bill conditioned on the 
construction of more bor¬ 
der fence. 

The Senate’s immigration 
bill calls for at least 700 
miles (1,125 kilometersjof 


border fencing — half of 
which already exists. 

But even as Congress de¬ 
bates the issue, Customs 
and Border Protection has 
failed fo come up with 
any measurement of the 
fence’s effectiveness. The 
agency told Congress’ in¬ 
vestigative arm last year 
that it needed three to five 
years to make a “credible 
assessment.” 

Farmers and others who 
live near the fence report 
seeing immigrants scale 
the 18-foot (5.5-meter) 
steel columns in seconds. 
And since the fence stands 
in segments across miles of 
open farmland, there's al¬ 


ways the option of walking 
around the barrier. 

David Aguilar, the Bor¬ 
der Patrol’s chief until he 
retired in February, said 
fencing is not appropriate 
everywhere or sufficient by 
itself. 

Fencing, which costs on 
average of $3.9 million per 
mile, was parf of the solu¬ 
tion that helped the Bor¬ 
der Patrol gain control of a 
stretch of border near San 
Diego. Masses of people 
used to rush the border 
there, counting on agents’ 
inability to catch everyone. 
Now the flow has slowed to 
a trickle. 

While the rest of the South¬ 


west border has seen few¬ 
er immigrant arrests, au¬ 
thorities in the Rio Grande 
Valley are busy. 

More than half of the Bor¬ 
der Patrol arrests in the sec¬ 
tor are Central Americans, 
who have historically taken 
this more direct route into 
the U.S. 

Arrests in the area are more 
than 50 percent higher 
through the first 10 months 
of the fiscal year fhan the 
same period last year. 

Still, the 365,000 arrests at 
the border last year were 
far from fhe high of 1.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2005. Most observers 
attribute the drop to the 
U.S. recession. □ 
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Sinkhole causes Orlando villla to partially collapse

CLERMONT, Florida (AP) — 

A sinkhole swallowed part 
of a Florida resort villa near 
Disney World, starting with 
a loud rumble that broke 
windows and forced the 
frantic evacuation of fright¬ 
ened vacationers awak¬ 
ened from their rooms. 

By early Monday, nearly 
a third of the structure at 
Summer Bay Resort near 
Orlando had collapsed. 
All 105 guests staying in the 
villa were evacuated, as 
were those in the neigh¬ 
boring buildings. No injuries 
were reported. 

The villa, with 24 three-sto¬ 
ry units, was reported as a 
total loss, and inspectors 
remained on the scene 
Monday afternoon to de¬ 
termine whether the other 
two buildings near the 100- 
foot (30-meter) sinkhole 
would be safe to re-enter. 
Sinkholes are a common 
occurrence in Florida, 
though most are small. 


The first sign of trouble 
came about 10:30 p.m. 
local time Sunday night. 
Security guard Richard 
Shanley had just started his 
shift, and he heard what 
sounded like shouting from 
a building.A guesf flagged 
him down to report that a 
window had blown out. 
Shanley reported it to man¬ 
agement, and another win¬ 
dow popped. The resort's 
staff decided to evacuate 
the villa. 

Shanley said the building 
seemed to sink by 10 to 20 
inches (25 to 50 centime¬ 
ters) and bannisters began 
to fall off the building as 
he ran up and down three 
floors trying to wake guests. 
One couple with a baby 
on the third floor couldn't 
get their door open and 
had to break a window to 
get out, he said. 

“It's a scary situation,” 
Shanley said, and guests 
credited him with saving 
lives by knocking on doors 
to wake them. Inside, they 


heard what sounded like 
thunder. Evacuation took 
about 10 to 15 minutes, 
according to staff and wit¬ 


nesses.Amy Jedele heard 
screams coming from 
one of adjacent buildings 
around 10:30 p.m., and 


several minutes later the 
sounds of sirens. She and 
her fiance, Darren Gade, 
went outside. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. government on Mon¬ 
day reported a $97.6 billion 
deficit for July but remains 
on track to post its lowest 
annual budget gap in five 
years. 

July’s figure raises the defi¬ 
cit so far for the 2013 bud¬ 
get year to $607.4 billion, 
the government says. That 
is 37.6 percent below the 
$973.8 billion deficit for fhe 
first 10 months of the 2012 
budget year.

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Chinese businessman’s plan produces few cars, jobs 


TUNICA, Mississippi (AP) — 

In October 2009, Green- 
Tech Automotive Inc.’s 
owner, Chinese business¬ 
man Xiaolin “Charles” 
Wang, unveiled four pro¬ 
totype cars during a flashy 
ceremony and promised 
to build a $2 billon plant 
in Mississippi, the poorest 
state in the U.S. 

The company said produc¬ 
tion of fuel-efficient ve¬ 
hicles would start in three 
years, and foreign investors 
who paid at least $500,000 
would get the chance to 
live in the United States. 
Meanwhile, the area would 
get desperately needed 
jobs and tax revenues. 

But today, the company is 
under a federal investiga¬ 
tion, and about the only 
thing on its land is a con¬ 
struction office. The com¬ 
pany says it will be pro¬ 
ducing cars by April, but 
its plans have changed 
dramatically, from a goal 
of 250,000 a year to 30,000. 
And the investigation is 
bringing scrutiny to a com¬ 
pany run by the brother of 
former Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton. 
Some analysts say foreign 
investors may have been 
more interested in an easy 
way to get a U.S. visa and 
a chance at citizenship. 
Besides backing from for¬ 
eign investors, land was 
donated by Tunica Coun¬ 
ty’s economic develop¬ 
ment foundation, at a cost 
of $1.8 million, and in 2011 
the state gave a $3 million 
loan. For a time, the com¬ 
pany’s chairman was Terry 
McAuliffe, a close adviser 
to former President Bill Clin¬ 
ton. 

The cars were supposed to 
start rolling off the assem¬ 
bly line in 2012. 

Instead, the company now 
uses a former elevator fac¬ 
tory 30 miles (48 kilometers) 
away. A McAuliffe spokes¬ 
man said about 100 small 


electric vehicles were built 
by the time McAuliffe re¬ 
signed in December. The 
thousands of promised jobs 
have yet to materialize. 

“It takes time to build a 
brand new company in a 
capital-intensive industry 
like electric vehicles, and 
we will not cut corners 
on quality or safety as we 
progress. We have a plan,” 
GreenTech said in a state¬ 
ment. The company said it 
has more than 100 workers. 
Some analysts say Green- 
Tech exposes problems 
with a program used to 
attract foreign investors, 
known as the EB-5 visa pro¬ 
gram. 

David North, a fellow with 
the nonprofit Center for 
Immigration Studies that 
examines immigration poli¬ 
cies, said the foreign inves¬ 
tors in the EB-5 program 
are primarily motivated by 
a desire to get green cards 
for them and their families. 
Under the EB-5 visa pro¬ 
gram, foreigners can in¬ 
vest $500,000 or $1 million 
in American business ven¬ 
tures, depending on the 
location of the project. In 
GreenTech's case, the pro¬ 
gram called for $500,000 
investments. 

Under the rules of the pro¬ 
gram, each EB-5 invest¬ 
ment must create at least 
10 jobs. In exchange, the 
foreign investors get to stay 
in the United States for up 
to two years and can then 
apply for permanent U.S. 
residency. That's a faster 
process than for most other 
immigrants who must wait 
five years after establishing 
residency before being eli¬ 
gible for citizenship. 

The EB-5 program is 
capped at 10,000 investors 
a year, and had 6,106 ap¬ 
plicants in 2012.

It all adds up to a dose of

Ken Cuccinelli, McAuliffe's 
Republican opponent in 
the governor’s race, are 
closely watching the in¬ 
vestigation of GreenTech 
Automotive, McAuliffe’s 
former company.

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Evictions of Morsi backers in Egypt camps delayed again

CAIRO - Egypt's military- 
appointed government 
Monday again postponed 
its latest threats to forcibly 
clear two camps here of 
tens of thousands of sup¬ 
porters of Mohammed 
Morsi, the ousted presi¬ 
dent, raising new questions 
about when and how the 
authorities might seek to 
end the six-week standoff. 
At the same time, in a new 
rebuke to the protesters’ 
central demands for an 
end to the military takeover 
and the reinstatement of

- a standard procedure 
here that often continues 
indefinitely. 

It also took a further step 
toward a potential criminal 
prosecution, assigning a 
judge to investigate Morsi 
for charges relating to his 
activities during the revolu¬ 
tion that ousted his prede¬ 
cessor, Hosni Mubarak. 
While Egyptians broadly 
consider Mubarak’s autoc¬ 
racy to have been funda¬ 
mentally illegitimate, Morsi 
is now under investigation 
related to his own escape 
from political imprisonment 
for his work in the Islamist 
political opposition that 
helped to fell Mubarak in 
2011. 

Among other things, Morsi 
is accused of conspiring 
with Hamas, the Palestin¬ 
ian militant group, to break 
out of prison, a charge that 
most human rights activists 
consider implausible. 

Morsi has been kept in¬ 
communicado at an un¬ 
disclosed location, a devi¬ 
ation from normal Egyptian 
judicial procedures. There 
has been no indication 
that he will be allowed ac¬ 
cess to a lawyer.

Keita wins Mali election after opponent concedes

BAMAKO, Mali (AP) — For¬ 
mer Prime Minister Ibrahim 


Boubacar Keita won Mali’s 
presidency after his op¬ 
ponent conceded defeat 
late Monday in an election 
aimed at restoring stability 


to a country wracked by a 
rebellion, a coup and an Is¬ 
lamic insurgency. 

Soumalia Cisse’s conces¬ 
sion averts a protracted 


election fight, allowing 
Mali to move ahead with 
establishing a democrati¬ 
cally elected government, 
one of the international 
community's caveats for 
unlocking some $4 billion in 
promised aid. 

Keita, 68, had been ex¬ 
pected to win the runoff 
easily, having pulled nearly 
40 percent of the vote in 
the first round. Most of the 
other candidates from the 
first round had given their 
endorsements to Keita, 
who has had a long career 
in Malian government. 
Cisse paid a visit to Keita's 
home late Monday along 
with his wife and family to 
deliver his concession in 
person. In an exchange 
broadcast on the private 
Malian television station Af- 
ricable, Cisse told Keita he 
had come “to congratu¬ 
late you and wish you all 
the success you deserve: 
a success for our country 
so that you can have the 
strength to take up the 
enormous challenges that 
await you.” 


“That is a symbol of the 
new Mali,” Keita later told 
Africable, adding: “I am full 
of emotion.” 

Earlier in the day some 
of Cisse's supporters had 
raised allegations of bal¬ 
lot stuffing against Keita’s 
party, raising the specter of 
a legal battle. Cisse’s move 
drew praise from Keita’s 
supporters late Monday. 
“It’s a democratic act that 
shows that whatever the 
circumstances, all Malians 
are from the same family," 
said Issouf Traore, 28, who 
voted for Keita. “This act will 
serve as a lesson to young 
Malian politicians but this 
gesture shows above all 
else that Soumalia Cisse 
is going to work together 
with IBK to restore the state, 
and bring peace and de¬ 
velopment.” 

Keita ran for the presi¬ 
dency in the two previous 
elections of 2002 and 2007. 
He also served as foreign 
minister and National As¬ 
sembly speaker during 
his long tenure in Malian

President Ollanta Hu¬

“Comrade Gabriel’' is the 
nom de guerre of Marco 
Antonio Cuispe Palomi¬ 
no, the youngest of three 
brothers from the Quispe 
Palomino clan that com¬ 
mands an estimated 500 
fighters. “Comrade Alipio” 
is Alejandro Borda Casaf- 
ranca, the group's military 
chief. 


“(Comrade) Alipio for cer¬ 
tain.

Jose Cueto told 
The Associated Press. 

The two were believed 
to be among three reb¬ 
els killed Sunday night in 
combat in the Apurimac 
and Ene river valley region 
in what Cueto called the 
culmination of a long man¬ 
hunt by police investiga¬ 
tors and special forces. 
“They were after them a 
good long time," he said, 
crediting human and 
technical intelligence but 
without providing imme¬ 
diate details. The Cuispe 
Palomino band is the last 
remnant of the Shining 
Path insurgency that dev¬ 
astated Peru from 1980 to 
2000. Since 2008, its fight¬ 
ers have killed more than 
100 Peruvian troops in the 
river valley as it's become 
the world’s biggest coca- 
producing region. In one 


publicity-grabbing stunt 
in April 2012, the group’s 
fighters briefly kidnapped 
36 construction workers 
employed in the Camisea 
natural gas project. This 
month, it was blamed for 
destroying heavy equip¬ 
ment used in a road-build¬ 
ing project after extortion 
money went unpaid. Drug 
experts say Peru has al¬ 
most certainly supplanted 
Colombia as the world’s 
No. 1 cocaine-producing 
country, with much of the 
product transiting the re¬ 
gion where the Quispe 
Palomino clan holds sway 
over the local population. 
Much of the Peruvian prod¬ 
uct is flown or transported 
by land, only partially pro¬ 
cessed, to Bolivia. 

A smaller Shining Path rem¬ 
nant that operated in the 
Upper Huallaga valley, 
another coca-growing re¬ 
gion, was dismantled early 
last year with the capture 
of its leader Comrade

“Frankly, we work on a 
huge number of issues and 
this was in fact a very small 
part of the overall conver¬ 
sation and one in which 
I'm confident I was able to 
explain precisely that this 
has received the support 
of all three branches of our 
government,” Kerry said. 
“It has been completely 
conducted under our Con¬ 
stitution and the law.... The 
president has taken great 
steps in the last few days ... 
to reassure people of the 
U.S. intentions here." 


MIAMI (AP) — Cuban-

Kerry’s 
discussions in Colombia 
also focused on trade, en¬ 
ergy and counternarcotics 
and he met with Colom¬ 
bia President Juan Manuel 
Santos. “Colombia is a suc¬ 
cess story,” Kerry said. “The 
Santos administration has 
taken a very courageous 
and very necessary and 
very imaginative effort to 
seek a political solution to 
one of the world’s longest 
conflicts.” Kerry began the 
day by having breakfast 
with two negotiators from 
the Colombian govern¬ 
ment, which has been con¬ 
ducting peace talks in Ha¬ 
vana, Cuba, with the Rev¬ 
olutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia since last year. 
Formed in the 1960s, the 
FARC is the oldest active 
guerrilla band in the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere. Observers 
say the FARC currently has 
about 8,000 armed fight¬ 
ers. After breakfast at his 
hotel, Kerry visited a gym¬ 
nasium where members of 
the Colombia police and 
army, many who have lost 
limbs in the conflict, were 
playing rugby in wheel¬ 
chairs reinforced with hard 
plastic instead of spokes. 
The chairs were designed 
to take a beating and dur¬ 
ing the game, and some 
players collided so violently 
that their chairs overturned 
on the court. □

Silver medalist Murielle 
Ahoure of the Ivory Coast 
trailed by a massive .22 
seconds, more than dou¬ 
ble the previous top mar¬ 
gin in 30 years of world 
championships. The first 
American, defending 
champion Carmelita Jeter 
of the United States, took 
bronze in 10.94. 

Like Usain Bolt, Fraser-Pryce 
now has two Olympic and 
two world titles in the 100 at 
the same age of 26. 

“I am Shelly-Ann Fraser- 
Pryce. I compare myself 
to nobody,” the Jamaican 
said. “What Usain has, he 
has. What I have is hard 
work.” 

What Bolt certainly doesn’t 
have is hair extensions sent 
over from a Jamaican hair¬ 
dresser: “It makes me pret¬ 
ty - prettier.” 

Before a sparse crowd at 
Luzhniki Stadium, she gave 
Jamaica a 2-0 lead over 
the Americans in the sprint 
duel, showing the Carib¬ 
bean island produces the 
fastest runners on the plan¬ 
et.

Stenson posts 2nd straight top-3 finish at a major

champion. 

The country had two 
chances Sunday, with 
Stenson and Jonas Blixt 
playing in the next-to-last 
group. Stenson started the 
day at 7 under, two strokes 
behind 54-hole leader Jim 
Furyk and one back of 
Dufner. 

Blixt, who came in at 6 
under, also shot a 70 to 
finish fourth. 


After bogeying the first 
hole, Stenson curved in a 
long eagle putt at No. 4 to 
move to 8 under, a stroke 
out of the lead. 

He knew he had to make 
birdies, but he just couldn’t 
get enough of them. 

“I thought I needed to get 
to double figures, that’s for 
sure,” Stenson said. 

He was right. Dufner won at 
10 under. □

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Disney prepares a toy offensive with ‘Infinity’

GLENDALE, California (AP) — With 
cartoony posters plastering the 
walls and toy figures standing at 
attention on nearly every flat sur¬ 
face, a once ordinary conference 
room on Disney’s Glendale cam¬ 
pus has been transformed into the 
colorful war room for “Disney Infin¬ 
ity,” the ambitious project from the 
company’s interactive division that 
combines real-life toy figures with 
virtual worlds. 

“This is like being in my bedroom,” 
says “Infinity" executive producer 
John Vignocchi while bouncing 
around the space, gleefully show¬ 
ing off concept art, prototypes 
and a mock-up of a store display. 
“This is really the most comfortable 
place where you could talk to me. 
It’s where every massive fight and 
every major decision concerning 
‘Infinity’ has gone down." 

It’s fitting the space has been 
dubbed the “Infinity" war room be¬ 
cause the Walt Disney Co. is ready¬ 
ing for a years-long siege — not just 
a one-time battle — for consumers' 
attention with the multi-platform 
franchise. At its fan-centric D23 


Expo on Sunday, Disney unveiled a 
second wave of characters com¬ 
ing to “Infinity” this fall and winter 
after it debuts Aug. 18. 

“Infinity” utilizes real-life toy figures 
to depict Disney personalities in 
sprawling virtual locales where 
those same characters can do 
stuff like race vehicles, create and 
play games and construct build¬ 
ings — cooperatively or alone — as 
well as go on specific adventures 
in their own realms. 

Each toy stores and transmits the 
character's history through an “In¬ 
finity” reader. 

The new additions include Sorcerer 
Mickey from “Fantasia”: Woody, 
Jessie and Buzz Lightyearfrom “Toy 
Story”; Wreck-lt Ralph and Vanel- 
lope from “Wreck-lt Ralph”; Phineas 
and Agent P from “Phineas and 
Ferb”; Jack Skellington from “The 
Nightmare Before Christmas”; Ra- 
punzel from “Tangled"; and Anna 
and Elsa from “Frozen," a new Dis¬ 
ney film set for release Nov. 27. 

The second infantry joins such pre¬ 
viously announced characters as 
Jack Sparrow, Hector Barbossa 
and Davy Jones from “Pirates of 
the Caribbean”; Mike and Sulley 


from “Monsters University”; Light¬ 
ning McQueen, Mater and Holley 
Shiftwell from “Cars”; Mr. Incred¬ 
ible, Violet and Dash from “The In- 
credibles”; and the Lone Ranger 
and Tonto from “The Lone Ranger.” 
“In the beginning, when we 
picked our first set of characters, 
it was more about going around 
and saying why we wanted those 
characters to the various groups 
around the company,” Vignocchi 
said. “As time went on and the cre¬ 
ators began to see what we were 
doing with ‘Infinity,’ the roles kind 
of changed a bit, and they started 
approaching us with excitement." 
The game — or platform, as Dis¬ 
ney likes to call it — will be avail¬ 
able for Xbox 360, PlayStation 3, 
Wii and Wii U, as well as accessible 
through Nintendo 3DS and PC, 
and on tablets and smartphones. 
The toys work seamlessly between 
consoles, meaning a Mrs. Incred¬ 
ible figure can go from a PS3 in 
your living room to the Wii in your 
friend’s basement with her super¬ 
powers intact. 

It's not the first of its kind. “Infinity” 
closely resembles the successful 
“Skylanders” franchise from Activi¬ 


sion Blizzard Inc. However, Disney's 
rendition of the toy-meets-console 
genre relies on better-known char¬ 
acters and adds an open-world toy 
box mode akin to “LittleBigPlanet," 
where users' imaginations can run 
wild, for example, plopping Jack 
Sparrow in Cinderella’s coach. 

If audiences pull the trigger on “In¬ 
finity,” it could become another 
huge moneymaker for Disney. A 
starter pack, which includes the 
game, reader, three characters, 
three playsets and a power disc 
that bolsters abilities or adds new 
items to the toy box, will be $74.99 
with additional figurines and discs 
sold separately or bundled togeth¬ 
er, like in the villains and princess 
packs. 

Disney is betting “Infinity” will be 
a hit. Disney Interactive Studios, 
which has been responsible for 
such games as the Mickey Mouse 
console adventure “Epic Mickey" 
and the online virtual world “Club 
Penguin,” is the company's least 
successful division. In recent years, 
it’s moved away from console 
games in favor of more popular 
and cheaper to produce mobile 
games. □

Campbell Soup 
negotiating to 
sell EU holdings 

NEW YORK (AP) — Camp¬ 
bell Soup says it is in final 
negotiations to sell its Eu¬ 
ropean business to private 
equity firm CVC Capital 
Partners for an undisclosed 
sum, the latest move by 
CEO Denise Morrison to re¬ 
shape the company. 

The proposed sale in¬ 
cludes the company's 
soups, sauces and other 
products that are sold un¬ 
der a variety of names in 
Belgium, Finland, France, 
Germany and Sweden. 
The deal, which is not yet 
final, doesn't include prod¬ 
ucts in the United Kingdom, 
Ireland, the Middle East or 
Africa, or the export of its 
Pepperidge Farm baked 
goods. The announce¬ 
ment is just the latest struc¬ 
tural change for the soup 
maker since Morrison took 
over two years ago. Mor¬ 
rison has vowed to right 
the company's struggling 
canned soup business in 
the U.S. and has been mov¬ 
ing to diversify with the type 
of fresher products that 
are growing in popularity. 
Campbell Soup Co. recent¬ 
ly purchased Bolthouse 
Farms, which makes premi¬ 
um juices, salad dressings 
and baby carrots, as well 
as Plum Organics, which 
makes food for babies and 
kids. The company noted 
that the proposed sale 
of the European brands, 
which includes four plants, 
is subject to regulatory ap¬ 
provals. “It's not a definitive 
agreement, therefore we 
can't provide any more 
detail,” said Carla Burigat- 
to, a Campbell represen¬ 
tative. She did not imme¬ 
diately know whether any 
of the company's name¬ 
sake products are sold in 
the countries named in 
the deal. Campbell, based 
in Camden, New Jersey, 
says the brands included 
in the deal generate an¬ 
nual sales of $530 million. 
That represents about 7 
percent of the company's 
net sales last year. Among 
the brands being sold are

The Renew ad firm has 
been using technology 
embedded in the hulking 
receptacles to measure 
the Wi-Fi signals emitted 
by smartphones, and sug¬ 
gested that it would apply 
the concept of “cookies” 
— tracking files that fol¬ 
low Internet users across 
the Web — to the physical 
world. 

“We will cookie the street,” 
Renew Chief Executive Ka- 
veh Memari said in June. 
But the City of London Cor¬ 
poration insisted that Re¬ 
new pull the plug on the 
program, which captures 
smartphones’ serial num¬ 
bers and analyzes signal 
strength to follow people 
up and down the street. 
Renew didn’t immediately 
return a call seeking com¬ 
ment on whether it would 
comply with the authori¬ 
ties’ demand. 

The trash cans join a host 
of everyday objects from 
televisions to toilets that 
are being manufactured 
with the ability to send and 
receive data, opening up 
new potential for interac¬ 
tion — and surveillance. 

It’s unclear how Renew had 
planned to use the data.

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Study suggests Neanderthals were more advanced

PARIS (AP) — Researchers 
have found what they say 
are specialized bone tools 
made by Neanderthals in 
Europe thousands of years 
before modern humans are 
thought to have arrived to 
share such skills, a discov¬ 
ery that suggests modern 
man's distant cousins were 
more advanced than pre¬ 
viously believed. 

In a paper published on¬ 
line Monday by the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences, re¬ 
searchers discuss their dis¬ 
covery of four fragments 
of bone in southwestern 
France that they say were 
used as lissoirs, or smooth¬ 
ers, to make animal hides 
tougher and more water- 
resistant. 

The researchers believe 
the oldest tool is 51,000 
years old, while the other 
three are between 42,000 
and 47,000 years old. Simi¬ 
lar tools are still used by 
leather workers to this day. 
Until now, scientists have 
believed that modern hu¬ 
mans taught the Nean¬ 
derthals how to make the 
tools, but modern humans 
are only believed to have 
reached central and west¬ 
ern Europe 42,000 years 
ago. 

The researchers say the 
discovery provides the first 
evidence that Neander¬ 
thals may have indepen¬ 
dently made specialized 
bone tools — that is, tools 
that could only be made 
from bone. Other early Ne¬ 
anderthal bone tools were 
simply replicas of their 
stone tools. 

The find adds to an evolv¬ 
ing understanding that 
these distant cousins 
weren’t perhaps the brutes 
they have come to repre¬ 
sent in popular culture — 
but also confirms that there 
is still much we don't know 


about them. 

“It's adding to a growing 
body of research, that's 
growing quite rapidly at 
the moment, that’s show¬ 
ing that Neanderthals are 
capable and did pro¬ 
duce tools... in a way that 
is much more similar to 
modern humans than we 
thought even a couple of 
years ago,” said Rachel 
Wood, an archaeologist 
and researcher in radio¬ 
carbon dating at the Aus¬ 
tralian National University 
who was not involved in 
the study. 

Shannon P. McPherron, 
one of the archaeologists 
involved in the dig and an 
author of the article, said 
it's possible that other Ne¬ 
anderthal dig sites con¬ 
tain similar tools. However, 
since they were probably 
used until the tips broke off 
— leaving a fragment just 
a few centimeters long, as 
was the case with three 
of the tools found — they 
would be difficult to spot. 
“It’s like looking at pencil 


leads,” he said, expressing 
hope the find would fuel 
more discoveries. “Once 
you sort of get the pat¬ 
tern, it's a lot easier to spot 
them.” 

McPherron even held out 
the possibility that Nean¬ 
derthals were the ones 
who showed modern hu¬ 
mans how to make lissoirs, 
although modern humans 
clearly started making spe¬ 
cialized bone tools on their 
own. 

“It's pretty rare that you 
hear that argument, so it's 
nice to hear it,” said Wood, 
who noted that mostly re¬ 
searchers talk about mod¬ 
ern humans influencing

Even though the age of the 
tools suggested Neander¬ 
thals began making them 
on their own, McPherron, 
of Germany’s Max Planck 
Institute for Evolutionary 
Anthropology, and his 
co-authors didn’t rule out 
the possibility that they 
did adopt this technology 
from modern humans. But 
that would mean modern 
humans entered Europe 
much earlier than thought. 
Scientists have recently 
begun to ask new ques¬ 
tions about whether and 
for how long Neander¬ 
thals and modern humans 
co-existed. While the two 
groups were long thought 
to have intermingled and 
even interbred for thou¬

between Neanderthals

The first four novels in Jon 
Land’s Caitlin Strong series 
read like episodes from 
the “Die Hard" franchise, 
with the swaggering, trig¬ 
ger-happy female Texas 
Ranger standing in for the 
preposterously heroic John 
McClane. But in “Strong 
Rain Falling,” the author 
seems to have dropped his 
heroine into the middle of 
a James Bond movie. 

The tense, suspenseful plot 
begins when gunmen at¬ 
tempt to assassinate the 
two teenage children of 
Corf Wesley Masters, the 
reformed mob enforcer 
who is Caitlin’s love inter¬ 
est. As Cort and Caitlin try 
to find out why someone 
wants the boys dead, they 
uncover a diabolical plan 
to plunge the United States 
into the Dark Ages. 

The scheme is the brain¬ 
storm of Ana Callas Gua¬ 
jardo, a powerful Mexican 
national with a lust for pow¬ 
er, a bone-deep hatred 
of America and a secret 
high-tech lair reminiscent 
of Blofeld and Goldfin- 
ger. Guajardo even has a 
psychotic, almost super¬ 
human, henchman who 
brings to mind Bond char¬ 
acters like Jaws and Odd- 
job.Land created Caitlin, 


the scion of four genera¬ 
tions of legendary Texas 
Rangers, when he realized 
how scarce female heroes 
were in the thriller genre. 
Now he's provided her with 
a female villain worthy of 
her prowess.Working with 
Caitlin and Cort is the usu¬ 
al supporting cast includ¬ 
ing her long-suffering boss, 
Capt. D.W. Tepper; their 
menacing friend, Guiller¬ 
mo Paz; and the meddling 
Homeland Security agent 
who calls himself Jones. 

As usual in a Caitlin Strong 
novel, the plot has roots 
deep in the Lone Star 
State’s past. This time it's 
the early 19th-century 
genesis of the Mexican 
drug trade and the Texas 
Rangers’ border struggle 
with Mexican revolution¬ 
ary Pancho Villa. This allows 
Land to lace his story with 
tidbits of Texas Rangers 
lore. That and details about 
America's vulnerability to 
attack give the novel a 
veneer of seriousness, but 
as usual, the appeal of a 
Caitlin Strong novel lies in its 
improbable, over-the-top 
action scenes. The history 
may intrigue you — and 
the portrayal of America’s 
vulnerability may scare 
you — but mostly the novel 
is just rollicking no-holds- 
barred fun. □

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Las Ve¬ 
gas police are investigating 
whether employees went 
too far for reportedly help¬ 
ing the guitarist of Guns N 
Roses execute a grand ro¬ 
mantic gesture. 

Daren Jay “DJ” Ashba 
posted a photo on Insta- 
gram Saturday of himself 
and his girlfriend, Colom¬ 
bian actress and model 
Nathalia Henao, wearing 
helicopter headgear.

lice department for “the 
most amazing” private he¬ 
licopter tour over the city, 
saying it ended in a field 
at police headquarters, 
where he proposed amid 
roses and “a bottle of the 
bubble stuff.”

NEW YORK (AP) — History in 
the movies has often been 
seen through white eyes: 
civil rights-era tales with 
white protagonists react¬ 
ing to a changing world. 
“I’ve been in some of those 
movies,” says David Oyelo- 
wo, a star in “Lee Daniels’ 
The Butler." ”1 was in the 
‘The Help.'” 

The viewpoint of “The But¬ 
ler," though, is refreshingly 
colorful. In it. Forest Whita¬ 
ker plays Cecil Gaines, a 
man born to sharecroppers 
who’s turned into a domes¬ 
tic servant. After fleeing 
north, he rises to serve as 
a butler in the White House 
for seven successive presi¬ 
dents, spanning from Eisen¬ 
hower to Reagan, from Jim 
Crow to Barack Obama. 
Though “The Butler" is 
based on the life of the 
long-serving White House 
butler Eugene Allen, it's a 
composite history (scripted 
by Danny Strong) where 
the currents of change 
— Emmett Till to the Black 
Panthers — course through 
a black family whose prox¬ 
imity to power doesn’t 
make it any less elusive. 
Daniels' film isn't obsessive 
in its period detail (John 
Cusack plays Nixon with 
little makeup), but it moves 
to its own rhythm — one 
that films have usually set 


to a different beat. 

“I’m grateful that these sto¬ 
ries of African-Americans 
struggling in America are 
brought to light by any¬ 
body," says Daniels. “But 
it's always great to see it 
from the perspective of 
someone who has actually 
lived it and walked it and is 
it.” The film, which the Wein¬ 
stein Co. will release Friday 
after a public and protract¬ 
ed feud with Warner Bros, 
over the rights to the title 
of “The Butler," also stars 


Oprah Winfrey as Gaines’ 
wife and Oyelow as his fire¬ 
brand son. The crux of the 
film is in the father-son re¬ 
lationship: one who effects 
change passively in a quiet 
dignity that slowly gathers 
a cumulative force, and 
another who resolutely pro¬ 
tests on whites-only coun¬ 
ters to spur action. 

Winfrey, who co-produced 
Daniels’ “Precious,” was 
coaxed back into acting 
15 years after “Beloved" 
by a persistent Daniels and 


by what she considered an 
important story. 

“I was like: What is this 
movie?" says Winfrey. “But 
I could feel the heartbeat 
of a generation of men 
who had given themselves 
to their families and to their 
work and to creating a bet¬ 
ter life for themselves. 

“Men like him,” she adds, 
“are and were the founda¬ 
tion of the African-Amer¬ 
ican community. I want 
people to know that per¬ 
son, that level of middle- 


class, hardworking man of 
integrity exists. That is who 
we are." 

For Whitaker, the part 
was a welcome return to 
heavyweight performance 
(he sometimes played 
Gaines across three ages 
in one day), a thread the 
actor felt he had lost after 
his Oscar-winning turn as 
Ugandan dictator Idi Amin 
in 2006's “The Last King of 
Scotland.” But Whitaker 
says he was “reinvigorat¬ 
ed” by the demands of im¬ 
mersing himself in Gaines 
— listening to interview re¬ 
cordings of the deceased 
Allen, studying with a butler 
coach — to create who he 
calls a “quiet champion.” 
“Who are the owners of the 
White House?" says Whita¬ 
ker, whose performance is 
being hailed by critics as 
one of his finest. “In fact, it 
is the people who own the 
White House and the presi¬ 
dents are, in a way, visitors. 
Since the White House staff 
lives there for 20 to 30 years 
on a normal basis, it's their 
home.” 

Creating the generation¬ 
al conflict of “The Butler" 
was particularly cathartic 
for the 53-year-old Daniels 
who has teenage twins (a 
son and daughter), and 
who was the victim of 
abuse from his policeman 
father growing up in West

Museum hopes to buy Jane 
Austen’s ring from singer

LONDON (AP) — A Jane 
Austen museum said Mon¬ 
day it has received 100,000 
pounds ($155,000) from an 
anonymous benefactor 


to help it buy the writer's 
ring back from singer Kelly 
Clarkson. Earlier this month, 
the British government 
placed a temporary export 
ban on the gold-and-tur- 
quoise ring in the hope that 


money could be found to 
keep it in Britain. 

The Jane Austen’s House 
museum said it had raised 
103,200 pounds of the 
152,450-pound asking price 
since launching a fundrais¬ 
ing campaign on Friday, 
most of it from a single 
anonymous donation. 

“We are two-thirds of the 
way there in 48 hours, 
which is tremendous, but 
we're not there yet,” said 
museum fundraiser Louise 
West. The author of “Pride 
and Prejudice,” who died 
at age 41 in 1817, left the 
ring to her sister Cassandra. 
It remained in the family un¬ 
til it was sold at a Sotheby’s 


auction last year. 

The museum at Austen’s 
former home in Chawton, 
southern England, had 
hoped to buy the ring last 
year but was outbid when 
it sold for five times the esti¬ 
mated price. 

Clarkson — an Austen fan 
who owns a first edition of 
the author's novel “Persua¬ 
sion” — was the successful 
buyer. But she has been 
prevented from taking the 
ring home to the U.S. by a 
power that allows the British 
government to temporar¬ 
ily halt the export of works 
judged to be national trea¬ 
sures. 

The museum has until De¬ 


cember to raise the rest of 
the money, and Clarkson 
has agreed to sell the ring 
should a buyer come for¬ 
ward. West said the situa¬ 
tion is a shame for Clarkson, 
“but the ring should stay in 
this country, because there 
is so little of Austen's per¬ 
sonal effects left.” 

West said the museum had 
invited the 2002 “American 
Idol” winner to come visit 
the next time she is in Britain. 
She said Clarkson's interest 
in the author was another 
sign that Austen's popular¬ 
ity remains strong, 200 years 
after she published her 
most famous novel, “Pride 
and Prejudice.”□

The Phony Economic Fear Factor

This has been a great era for 
the study of error. We know that 
people can be induced to buy 
more cans of soup if you put a 
“Limit: 12 per customer” sign on 
the display. We know that if you 
ask people what movie they 
want to see next week, they’re 
likely to mention a classy art film. 
But, if you ask them what movie 
they want to see tonight, they’re 
more likely to mention a mindless 
blockbuster. 

In addition, people are pretty 
bad at sacrificing short-term 
pleasure for long-term benefit. 
We’re bad at calculating risk. 
We’re mentally lazy. We make 
all sorts of decision-making 
errors when thinking in our 
own language that we don’t 
make when thinking in another 
language. When asked to think 
in a second language, we’re 
forced to put in a little more 
mental effort. 

As these cognitive biases have 
become better known, public 
spirited people naturally want 
to design ways to help us avoid 
them. In 2009, Richard H. Thaler 
and Cass R. Sunstein published 
a book, called “Nudge,” on 
how government and other 
organizations could induce 
people to avoid common errors. 
Last year, Sunstein gave the Storrs 
Lectures at Yale on the topic, 
which will soon be published 
as a book called “Nanny 
Statecraft.” Last month, the 
Obama administration created 
a Behavioral Insights Team to 
apply this sort of psychological 
research to making policy. 

We’re entering the age of 
what’s been called “libertarian 
paternalism.” Government 
doesn’t tell you what to do, but it 
gently biases the context so that 
you find it easier to do things you 
think are in your own self-interest. 
Government could design forms 
where the default option is to 
donate organs or save more for 
retirement. Individuals would 
have to actively opt out to avoid 
doing these things. Government 
could tell air-conditioner makers 
to build in a little red light to 
announce when the filter needs 
changing. That would make 
homes more energy efficient, 
since people are too lazy to 
change the filters promptly 
otherwise. Government could 
crack down on companies that 
exploit common cognitive errors 
to induce you to pay more for 
your mortgage, bank account, 
credit card or car warranty. Or, 
most notoriously, government 
could make it harder for you to 


buy big, sugary sodas. 

But this raises a philosophic 
question. Do we want 
government stepping in to 
protect us from our own 
mistakes? Many people argue 
no. This kind of soft paternalism 
will inevitably slide into a hard 
paternalism, with government 
elites manipulating us into doing 
the sorts of things they want us 
to do. Policymakers have their 
own cognitive biases, which will 
induce them to design imperfect 
interventions even if they mean 
well. 

Individuals may be imperfect 
decision-makers, but they still 
possess more information than 
faraway government rule- 
makers. If government starts 
manipulating decision-making 
processes, then individuals won’t 
learn to think for themselves. Even 
just setting a default position 
reduces liberty and personal 
responsibility. 

The pro-paternalists counter that 
government is inevitably setting 
contexts and default positions 
anyway, so they might as well 
be aligned with individual and 
social goals. There’s very little 
historical evidence that there 
is an inevitable slippery slope 
leading from soft paternalism to 
hard paternalism. If companies 
are going to trick people 
into spending more on, say, 
bank overdraft fees, shouldn’t 
government step in to prevent a 
psychological market failure? 

I’d say the anti-paternalists 
win the debate in theory but 
the libertarian paternalists win 
it empirically. In theory, it is 
possible that gentle nudges will 
turn into intrusive diktats and the 
nanny state will drain individual 
responsibility. 

But, in practice, it is hard to feel 
that my decision-making powers 
have been weakened because 
when I got my driver’s license 
enrolling in organ donation 
was the default option. It’s 
hard to feel that a cafeteria 
is insulting my liberty if it puts 
the healthy fruit in a prominent 
place and the unhealthy junk 
food in some faraway corner. 
It’s hard to feel manipulated if I 
sign up for a program in which I 
can make commitments today 
that automatically increase 
my charitable giving next year. 
The concrete benefits of these 
programs, which are empirically 
verifiable, should trump abstract 
theoretical objections. 

I’d call it social paternalism. 
Most of us behave somewhat 
decently because we are 
surrounded by social norms and 
judgments that make it simpler 
for us to be good. To some gentle 
extent, government policy 
should embody those norms, 
a preference for saving over 
consumption, a preference for 
fitness over obesity, a preference 
for seat belts and motorcycle 
helmets even though some 
people think it’s cooler not to 
wear them. In some cases, there 
could be opt-out provisions. 
These days, we have more to 
fear from a tattered social fabric 
than from a suffocatingly tight 
one. Some modest paternalism 
might be just what we needQ

We live in a golden age of 
economic debunkery; fallacious 
doctrines have been dropping 
like flies. No, monetary expansion 
needn’t cause hyperinflation. No, 
budget deficits in a depressed 
economy don’t cause soaring 
interest rates. No, slashing 
spending doesn’t create jobs. 
No, economic growth doesn’t 
collapse when debt exceeds 90 
percent of GDP. 

And now the latest myth bites 
the dust: No, “economic policy 
uncertainty” - created, it goes 
without saying, by That Man in 
the White House - isn’t holding 
back the recovery. 

I’ll get to the doctrine and its 
refutation in a minute. First, 
however, I want to recommend 
a very old essay that explains a 
great deal about the times we 
live in. 

The Polish economist Michal 
Kalecki published “Political 
Aspects of Full Employment” 70 
years ago. Keynesian ideas were 
riding high; a “solid majority” of 
economists believed that full 
employment could be secured 
by government spending. Yet 
Kalecki predicted that such 
spending would, nonetheless, 
face fierce opposition from 
business and the wealthy, even 
in times of depression. Why? 

The answer, he suggested, was 
the role of “confidence” as a tool 
of intimidation. If the government 
can’t boost employment directly, 
it must promote private spending 


instead - and anything that might 
hurt the privileged, such as higher 
tax rates or financial regulation, 
can be denounced as job¬ 
killing because it undermines 
confidence, and hence 
investment. But if the government 
can create jobs, confidence 
becomes less important - and 
vested interests lose their veto 
power. 

Kalecki argued that “captains 
of industry” understand this 
point, and that they oppose 
job-creating policies precisely 
because such policies would 
undermine their political 
influence. “Hence budget 
deficits necessary to carry out 
government intervention must be 
regarded as perilous.” 

When I first read this essay, I 
thought it was over the top. 
Kalecki was, after all, a declared 
Marxist (although I don’t see 
much of Marx in his writings). But, 
if you haven’t been radicalized 
by recent events, you haven’t 
been paying attention; and 
policy discourse since 2008 has 
run exactly along the lines Kalecki 
predicted. 

First came the “pivot” - the 
sudden switch to the view 
that budget deficits, not mass 
unemployment, were the crucial 
policy issue. Then came the 
Great Whine - the declaration 
by one leading business figure 
after another that President 
Barack Obama was undermining 
confidence by saying mean 
things about businesspeople 
and doing outrageous things like 
helping the uninsured. Finally, 
just as happened with the claims 
that slashing spending is actually 
expansionary and terrible things 
happen if government debt 
rises, the usual suspects found 
an academic research paper to 
adopt as mascot: in this case, a 
paper by economists at Stanford 
and Chicago purportedly 
showing that rising levels of 
“economic policy uncertainty” 
were holding the economy back. 


But, as I said, we live in a golden 
age of economic debunkery. 
The doctrine of expansionary 
austerity collapsed as evidence 
on the actual effects of austerity 
came in, with officials at the 
International Monetary Fund 
even admitting that they had 
severely underestimated the 
harm austerity does. The debt- 
scare doctrine collapsed once 
independent economists 

reviewed the data. And now 
the policy-uncertainty claim has 
gone the same way. 

Actually, this happened in two 
stages. Soon after it became 
famous, the proposed measure 
of uncertainty was shown to be 
almost comically flawed; for 
example, it relied in part on press 
mentions of “economic policy 
uncertainty,” which meant that 
the index automatically surged 
once that phrase became a 
Republican talking point. Then 
the index itself plunged, back to 
levels not seen since 2008, but 
the economy didn’t take off. It 
turns out that uncertainty wasn’t 
the problem. 

The truth is that we understand 
perfectly well why recovery has 
been slow, and confidence has 
nothing to do with it. What we’re 
looking at, instead, is the normal 
aftermath of a debt-fueled asset 
bubble; the sluggish U.S. recovery 
since 2009 is more or less in line 
with many historical examples, 
running all the way back to the 
Panic of 1893. Furthermore, the 
recovery has been hobbled by 
spending cuts - cuts that were 
motivated by what we now know 
was completely wrongheaded 
deficit panic. 

And the policy moral is clear: 
We need to stop talking about 
spending cuts and start talking 
about job-creating spending 
increases instead. Yes, I know 
that the politics of doing the right 
thing will be very hard. But, as 
far as the economics goes, the 
only thing we have to fear is fear- 
mongering itself. □

CHICAGO (AP) — How to 

sell a Lincoln automobile in 
2013: Make the dealership 
smell like luxury. And lay out 
some wine and cheese. 
After decades of selling 
hulking Town Cars to retir¬ 
ees, Ford Motor Co. wants 
the Lincoln brand to ap¬ 
peal to younger, more 
discerning buyers. Lincoln 
unveiled the sleek MKZ 
sedan this spring, and six 
more models will follow. It 
purged underperforming 
dealerships and is prod¬ 
ding the rest to make ex¬ 
pensive updates. 

Now, Lincoln is teaching its 
dealers how to appeal to 
the $4 latte crowd. 

This summer. Ford brought 
60 Lincoln salespeople to 
a boutique hotel in Chica¬ 
go to learn about the likes 
(art museums) and dislikes 
(stuffy old steakhouses) of 
the so-called “progressive 
luxury” buyer. It was the 
third of five regional train¬ 
ings sessions. 

Lincoln's target buyers — 
hipper, more affluent, bet¬ 
ter educated and more 
female than its current cus¬ 
tomers — are a mystery to 
many dealerships, some of 
which have been selling 
Lincolns since the 1930s. 
When a trainer in Chicago 
asks dealers the average 
age of their customers, 
one shouts out, “85.” 

One salesman puzzles over 
his choices when asked 
which Los Angeles hotel 
would appeal to the pro¬ 
gressive customer: the Ritz- 
Carlton, the Palomar, W or 
Loew’s? 

“The only Lowe's I know 
sells hardware,” he mut¬ 
ters. 

Lincoln was one of the top¬ 
selling U.S. luxury brands 
for decades, but was ne¬ 
glected after 2000 as Ford 
bought other luxury brands 
like Jaguar. Luxury buyers 
flocked to competitors like 
Lexus and Mercedes-Benz, 
while Lincoln became a 
car for airport limo fleets. 
Everything changed seven 
years ago, when Ford nar¬ 
rowly avoided bankruptcy 
and embarked on a ma¬ 
jor restructuring. It sold or 
shuttered its other luxury 
brands, including Aston 


Martin, Volvo and Mer¬ 
cury, and poured millions 
of dollars into Lincoln. And 
while Lincoln makes up 
just 3 percent of Ford’s U.S. 
sales, it’s still an important 
contributor to the bottom 
line because Ford charges 
a premium for the brand. 
The starting price of the 
Lincoln Navigator SUV, for 
example, is $17,000 higher 
than the base price of its 
Ford counterpart, the Ex¬ 
pedition. 

But it won’t be easy to win 
back customers. In the first 
six months of this year, Mer¬ 


cedes-Benz —the top sell¬ 
ing U.S. luxury brand right 
now — sold 151,452 vehi¬ 
cles in the U.S.; Lincoln sold 
just 38,288. 

Ford believes new cars 
like the MKZ can lure 
young luxury buyers. With 
a $40,000 starting price 
tag, it's comparable to the 
Mercedes C-Class but has 
high-tech features like a 
touch-screen dashboard, 
automatic parallel park¬ 
ing and a panoramic glass 
roof. Ford’s research shows 
that young luxury buyers 
are independent thinkers 
who are willing to take a 
look at Lincoln. To them, 
luxury means personalized 


service and small delights, 
like the animal-print bath¬ 
robes the Lincoln dealers 
found in their Chicago ho¬ 
tel rooms. 

“Distinctive service is where 
these folks live,” says Doug 
Fiedler, a trainer at the 
Chicago session who has 
worked for hotel chains 
like the Four Seasons. “They 
don't go to Nordstrom and 
see dirty counters." 

Ford has issued specific 
guidelines for dealers to fol¬ 
low as they renovate their 
showrooms, right down to 
the specially developed 


Lincoln scent — a fresh¬ 
smelling blend of Earl Grey 
tea, jasmine and orange 
flowers — that should waft 
through the dealership. 

The dictates have irritated 
some dealers, who don't 
want to spend the money 
until Lincoln has a full line¬ 
up of compefitive vehicles. 
Ford is puffing particular 
pressure on the 300 deal¬ 
erships in America's 130 
largest metropolitan areas; 
so far, 70 percent of them 
have agreed to the reno¬ 
vations. In total, there are 
923 U.S. dealerships selling 
Lincolns. 

The company could try to 
shut down dealerships that 


don't agree to the million- 
dollar renovations. But this 
training isn’t heavy hand¬ 
ed. Instead of issuing de¬ 
mands, Ford wants to raise 
dealers' awareness to the 
level of their sophisticated 
new buyers. 

In one room, dealers try 
to identify a dozen differ¬ 
ent scents, like pine and 
lemon. Luxury buyers, they 
learn, are used to custom 
scents in hotels and stores 
and might be put off by a 
dealership that smells like 
motor oil. 

In another room, dealers sit 


on chairs of various comfort 
levels and learn that cus¬ 
tomers often opt to spend 
more money when they're 
sitting in a more luxurious 
chair. In the hotel's restau¬ 
rant, the head chef has 
them sample three kinds 
of salt to spark a discussion 
of the flavors they're pro¬ 
viding in their dealerships. 
Instead of grilled hot dogs, 
their trainers gently sug¬ 
gest, dealers might offer 
a wine and cheese night. 
The chef recommends an 
aged Cheddar. 

Although new to Lincoln, 
this kind of training isn’t un¬ 
usual in the auto industry. 
At Audi, it’s called Kun- 


denbigeisterung, German 
for “inspiring customer 
delight.” Jeri Ward, direc¬ 
tor of customer experi¬ 
ence for Audi in the U.S., 
says her brand has been 
down this same road, with 
dealer renovations starting 
five or six years ago and a 
big push for dealerships to 
move upmarket when the 
new A8 sedan arrived in 
2011. Last fall, over a four- 
month time frame, Audi 
hosted various events for 
all of its 12,000 U.S. employ¬ 
ees. 

The training is already hav¬ 


ing an impact. A few weeks 
after the Chicago session, 
attendee Ryan Kolb greets 
a longtime customer com¬ 
ing in for service at Hines 
Park Lincoln in Plymouth, 
Michigan. When the cus¬ 
tomer mentions he likes 
Kolb's Lincoln polo shirt, 
Kolb strolls into the dealer¬ 
ship and gets him one. 
Kolb’s dealership — started 
by his grandfather — has 
been at this location since 
1973, and so have many of 
his customers. Among the 
cars on the lot is a powder 
blue 1978 Lincoln Conti¬ 
nental coupe, recently 
traded in for a new MKS 
sedan.Q
